The 
same sort of trouble develops oc- 
vcasionally on the other side of 
the foot at the base of the small 
toe, but it appears so much more 
frequently the former poca- 
tién “that large toe joint is 
often called the bunion joint. 


UST as is the case with corns, 

the trouble may begin with a 
thickening of the skin, caused 
by shoes that are ill fitted. A 
large shoe that rubs can do the 
mischief as well as a shoe that 
is too tight and restricts the 
circulation. When the irritated 
tissue becomes inflamed we call 
it a bunion. Sometimes the 
trouble may become so sefious 
that ulcration follows andeven 
gangrene may result. 
"TSEFE is frequently a sys- 

tematic reason for bunions. 
People who are afflicted with 
rheumatic joints and whose 
hinges are inclined to creak, are 
quite likely to develop bunions 
At the first sign of tenderness, 
especially if the joint shows red 
and angry on being undressed, 
the foot should be bathed in 
fairly warm water and some 
soothing ointment applied. If 
there isn’t opportunity for this, 
at least the shoes can be 
changed and the fresh one 
dusted with a foot powder that 
will relieve the friction.

MIXTURE of borax and 

soda with an equal quantity 
of cornstarch makes a very good 
and economical dusting powder. 
The system should be treated to 
a general cleaning out and some 
alkalinizing treatment is prob- 
ably needed. The saline waters 
are good if only to flush out the 
body. The point of inflammation 
must, Of course, receive special 
attention. Paint with diluted 
iodine solution or with iodine 
and glycerine. Alternate that 
treatment with a healing oint- 
ment as some skins are too sen- 
sitive to the iodine. Iodine, 
however, has such absorptive 
powers that it will stimulate the 
tissues and coax them away 
from the complaining bone.

N IMPORTANT thing to re- 
™ member is. that pressure 
must be relieved even if a por- 
tion of the shoe has to be cut. 
away. There are now devices on" 
the market made of thin strips 
of celluloid which are fitted to 
conform to the shape of the foot 
and are worn inside the shoes in 
order to keep the leather from 
pressing on the joint. If the 
trouble should reach the point 
where pus is formed, the condi- 
tion must be cared for like any 
other festered sore. Prompt re- 
covery would require hot appli- 
cations, healing ointments held 
in place by bandages, and rest 
with the foot elevated.

RID CHILDREN 
OF ALL FEARS 


Dy JANE HERBERT GOWARD 
A MOTHER who is herself 
£&% afraid of lightning, dogs or 
the daik is poignantiy aware 
that. while fear may be laughed 
al if cannot be laughed away. 
When one is 

~~. not afraid 

himself, he is 
inclined to 
find fear in 
another fool- 
ish, and it 
either makes 
him impa- 
C4 ern ts. OLr 
leaves him 
amused. Fear 
is no laugh- 
ing matter. 
nowever. It is 
an overpow- 
ering emo- 
tion, and at ‘the time a child is 
completely out of control of 
himself or his parents. He needo 
to be sootheltl, like a patient suf- 
fering from shock, and then he 
needs to be taken in hand ana 
helped to overcome whatever it 
is that he fears. In short, he 
needs sympathetic understand- 
ing. and the parents best able-to 
give this are those who have net 
forgotten their own childhood 
cnd what it means to be afraid 

Enlighten the Child — 

A child fears what he does 
ot understand. Jn his climb 
upward from babyhood to man- 
hood he is repeating the history 
of the race. He is all emotion 
and imagination, superstiticus 
and afraid, hence, of the un- 
kpown. To his immature mind 
many things are unknoweble ae 
vet, because beyond the scope of 
his experience and grasp To us 
if may seem far-fetched that he 
should imagine that hobgoblins 
lurk in the dark. But to hin: it 
may be a terrible reality. 

Laugh at a child’s fear 2nd he 
will laugh too, but nervously. In 
his present state he will try 
anything. Me follows our exam- 
ple because it presents a way 
cut, and though he la: ths he is 
far fiom being comforted. Some- 
time, however, the trick works 
end his mind is distracted for 
the» moment from. the thing 
feared. But it does not teach 
him to be unafraid. At the root 
ef his difficilty is an elemantal 
fear of some imysterious phe- 
nomenon. Expiain it away, 
therefore, if you would cure him 
Give him facts and proof. Give 
him ‘light. 

Help Needed 

Laughing at a child’s fears 
tends to make him ashamed of 
being afraid and he will keep it 
to himself. No child likes to be 
laughed at.. By hiding fear from 
us he deprives us of a chance to 
help hin overcome it. 

Children too young to be rea- 
soned with need to be dealt with 
carefully when a fear complex 
develops. Pleasant associations 
with the thing feared often will 
do the trick: Put a iollypop on 
the windowsill of a dark room 
vand he wil lforget the dark as 
he goes to fetch it. Give him a 
stick of candy when the dog is 
introduced into the room, and he 
scarcely will notice the dog.

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Lord Trenchard Fights 


British: Chime... 10000 


Mile Horseback Ride 
GCHOOLS for police is not a 
particularly new idea, but ed- 


ucated policemen are something 
new, and Lord Trenchard, the 
dynamic chief of London's Scot- 


J ‘ Yard, proposes to hare his 


English ‘“Bobbies’’ use their 
biains. Lord Trenchard feels 
that perpetrators of modern 
crimes are brainy pcople, and, 
therefore, he proposes to elim- 
inate crime in Great Britain 
wilh brains. 

The new London police chief 
is not unknown, for he is cred- 
ited with having built up the 
Royal Air Force after the World 
War, as am independent branch 
of the British fighting services. 
He is the only man so far to 
have attained the rank of air 
marshal, the highest in the air 
force, and equivalent to the rank 
of field marshal and admiral. 


Although he has been a soldier 
all his life, Lord Trenchard does 
not look like one. He has an un- 
tidy mop of jet black hair, which 
always appears as if it needed a 
barber’s attention, a ragged 
black mustache, and a _ snub 
nose. He is over six feet tall, 
with broad shoulders, but he 
lacks the usual bearing of a 
military man. 

Hugh Montague Trenchard 
was born sixty years ago in Dor- 
setshire, England. He was in- 
tended for the Navy, but failed 
in spelling. However, what he 
didn’t know about letters, he 
made up with a knowledge of 
mathematics. He entered the 
army through the militia, seeing 
active service in South Africa 
and India. It was in 1912, when 
in command of the North Nige- 
yian Regiment, that he returned 
to England and learned to fly. 
From then on and through the 
Great War, he devoted all his 
time to flying. 

When Lord Trenchard, who 
was -created a baronet in 1919, 
took command of Scotland Yard, 
he was confronted with a so- 
called rising crime wave. Dras- 
tic economies prevented any en- 
largement of tne police force. 
Therefore, he was forced to get 
the most out of what he had. 

He addressed meetings of offi- 
cers and men, injected esprit de 
crops, transferred a thousand 
constables from traffic control 
to crime prevention, visited ev- 
ery station house and short cir- 
cuited contact between precincts 
and headquarters. By ‘the time 
he was through he had working 
a new system which kept him 
and his aides in close and con- 
stant touch with what you might 
call the front-line trenches of 
the anti-crime army. 

Lord Trenchard put a wartime 
flying officer in charge of the 
automobile police. Within three 
months the underworld became 
aware they could not outsmart 
the daring and driving ability of 
these motorized minions of the 
law. Hold-ups and raids on mer- 
chants decreased, as did other 
types of crime. Lord Trench- 
ard’s policemen have learned to 
love and serve him, just as his 
soldiers did. He knows his busi- 
ness and means business. Lon- 


don no longer has a crime wave. 
* * * 


HE day of*adventure on horse- 

back is over, most folks will 
agree. But not for Aime F. 
Tschiffely, the Swiss-Argentine 
schoolteacher, who, sick of class- 
rooms, bought himself two 
horses for $2.50 and set off from 
Buenos Aires for Washington,

his early thirties had sucn a 
heart, as did his two pals, “Gato” 
and ‘‘Mancho.” Rain or spine, 
cold and heat, these three shared 
their fortunes, not for money or 
fame, but for the fun and pleas- 
ure they got out of it. In his 
book, ‘Tschiffely praises the 
stamina of his little Argentine 
ponies, and we feel sure that if 
they could talk they would 
praise him for his spirit for ad- 
venture in a world which seems 
to seek not hardship but ease 
and the things that soften folks.
